We  read  northern  seed  cat- 
alogues and  know  that  there  are  hundreds  of  annuals  that  will  do  as  well  in 
Florida  and  even  better  than  in  the  northern  states,  but  when  to  plant  the 
different  varieties  is  the  question,  and  this  information  is  what  we  propose  to 
give. 

While  we  are  describing  only  a few  of  the  prominent  ones,  do  not  con- 
clude that  others  are  not  just  as  pretty,  for  in  the  eyes  of  some  they  would  be 
more  desirable.  It  all  depends  upon  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  to  be  used.

Beautify  Tour  Home 

Among  the  choicest  flowers  scattered  over  the  earth  are  many  whose  lives 
are  short.  They  sprout,  grow,  flower  and  then  die,  but  beside  producing  seed,  the 
very  aim  of  their  existence  is  to  produce  beauty  and  fragrance  for  man.  These 
plants  are  called  annuals, — the  more  you  pluck  them,  the  more  abundant  are  the 
blooms.  Some  of  this  class  which  succeed  when  planted  in  the  Fall,  are  the  fol- 
lowing: Petunia,  Pansy,  Argeratum,  Phlox,  Nasturtium,  Balsam,  Verbena,  Cos- 
mos, Asters,  Marigold,  Snapdragon,  Sweet  Peas  (special  for  Florida),  Larkspur, 
Poppies,  Stocks,  Daisies,  Portulacca,  Chrysanthemum,  Carnations,  Calliopsis, 
Dianthus,  Love-in-the-Mist,  Candyturft,  Cornflower,  Clarkia,  Blue  lace  flower, 
Marvel  of  Peru,  Blanket  Flower,  Baby’s  Breath,  Lobelia,  Luupin,  Salvia,  Salpi- 
glossis,  Scabiosa,  Wishbene  Flower,  Swan  River  Daisy,  and  Schizanthus. 

Whether  you  own  your  home  or  renting,  you  should  resolve  to  make  it  a 
homelike  place  where  flowers  add  their  gentle  touch.  The  above  are  some  import- 
ant ones  which  can  be  planted  from  September  to  February.

For  fall  planting  in  Florida  there  is  none 
better  and  for  gorgeous  coloring  few  flow- 
ers can  match  snapdragons.  The  flowers  are 
of  very  large  size,  very  fragrant  and  are 
produced  on  immense  long  spikes,  which  ren- 
der them  extremely  well  adapted  for  cut-flow- 
ers. They  are  easily  raised  from  seed  in  any 
rich,  sunny  bed.

But  few  people  know  Dahlias  can  be  raised 
from  seed  and  will  bloom  the  first  year  in 
Florida.  The  seeds  germinate  easily  and  from 
the  first  are  strong  and  sturdy  little  plants. 
Plant  them  in  the  bed  or  border  of  the  gar- 
den, and  from  then  on  they  will  prove  no 
more  trouble  than  if  tubers  had  been  used  in- 
stead of  seed.

Sweet  Peas  as  sold  by 
some  seedmen  and  grocers  put  up  in 
ida.  We  guarantee  our  Sweet  Peas  to 
bloom  if  the  proper  method  of  cultivation  is  adhered  to.  To  be  successful  in  rais- 
ing Sweet  Peas  in  Florida,  you  should  dig  a trench  eighteen  inches  deep  and 
eighteen  wide.  Fill  the  trench  in  with  well  rotted  manure  and  good  soil  about 
nine  inches.  Plant  your  sweet  peas  about  one  inch  deep.  As  the  Peas  grow  fill  in 
around  them  until  the  trench  is  made  level  with  the  ground.  If  you  cannot  secure 
well  rotted  manure,  we  recommend  equally  as  good,  our  Special  Sheep  manure 
mixture  for  Sweet  Peas..

(1)  A bed  of  blue  Bachelor  Buttons  can  be  nicely  edged  with  Sweet  Allyssum 
or  White  Candyturft. 

(2)  Snapdragons  of  a delicate  pink  variety  will  be  excellent  combined  with 
Dusty  Miller. 

(3)  A showy  bed  of  California  Poppies  in  front  of  taller  Pot  Marigold.  This 
will  be  in  tones  of  Orange  yellow. 

(4)  In  your  bed  of  Pansies  transplant  a few  of  the  blue  Browallia  demissa. 
This  will  cast  a light  and  airy  effect  over  the  whole  bed. 

(5)  In  a hot,  dry,  sunbeaten  place  sow  the  Portulacca.  The  seeds  self  sow  and 
will  come  up  year  after  year.

A CHAIN  OF  TEN  LINKS 


A chain  is  no  stronger  than  its  weakest  link.  There  are  ten  links  in  the 
chain  called  “Success  with  Seed.” 

(1)  Buy  good  seed.  Good  breeding  in  flowers  is  as  important  as  good  breeding 
in  livestock. 

(2)  Try  some  new  sorts  even  if  you  do  not  know  their  names.  Variety  is  the 
spice  of  the  garden. 

(3)  Sow  a space  with  flowers  large  enough  to  make  a good  eyeful.  One  of  na- 
ture’s laws  is  abundance. 

(4)  Prepare  the  soil  thoroughly,  adding  some  good  fertilizer.  Use  the  spade 
before  the  rake.  Some  folks  who  do  not  do  this,  wonder  why  the  seed  germi- 
nation was  so  poor. 

(5)  Sow  the  seed  thinly.  This  is  sometimes  a difficult  task,  so  that  some 
gardeners  mix  sand  with  the  fine  seed. 

(6)  Do  not  sow  deeply.  Consider  the  load  that  the  little  sprout  has  to  lift  in 
pushing  through  the  soil.  The  finest  seed  should  be  covered  not  with  soil,  but 
with  a piece  of  burlap. 

(7)  Thin  out  or  transplant  so  as  to  let  the  plants  stand  the  proper  distance 
apart.  Crowded  seedlings  are  tall  and  leggy. 

(8)  Cultivate  and  keep  free  of  weeds. 

(9)  Most  annuals  stop  blooming  when  they  are  allowed  to  ripen  seed.  Remove 
the  fading  flowers.  Better  yet,  pick  the  flowers  while  fresh  and  enjoy  them  in 
the  house. 

(10)  Water  thoroughly  or  not  at  all.  Do  not  coax  the  roots  to  the  suurface  by 
playing  with  the  water  and  sprinkling.  In  planting  very  small  seed,  always 
have  a burlap  covering  the  seed  and  sprinkle  water  on  the  burlap.
